The name ‘‘Modern”’ at- 
tached to Spiritualism is some- 
what misleading to the mass of 
people who have not studied 
the subject, because it suggests 
the beginning of Spiritualism.

by his father, teachers, nor 
any teachings available in that 
area. 

Gurdjieff’s search for 
Truth took him to Egypt 
where he spent 10 years 
searching for information 
about a high, secret place 
where all knowledge of man- 
kind and the meaning of life 
was kept, and where he was 
convinced he would leam 
Truth. Successful in his search, 
he was led to the secret 
Sarmoung Brotherhood where 
he took a solemn oath never 
to reveal where the monestary 
was located. As a new arrival, 
he was told, ““You have come 
like a lamb, but don’t forget, 
you have a wolf in you as well. 
Can you find the force to have 
these two quite opposite lives 
live together in yourself?’

again the ill omened secret 
passage I caused the door 
opening into the late King’s 
rooms to be built up. The 
other door I left untouched, 
since no one was likely to use 
it, as the fatal chamber into 
which it opened, being 
thought to be haunted, was 
avoided by all. 

On this night, however, 
this deserted wing of the 
Palace was no longer in soli- 
tary darkness. Access to it 
from outside had been obtain- 
ed through a private entrance 
known only to Artemisia, and 
now Ahmed, Artemisia, 
Zuleika and a slave in attend-

contradicting these wild 
stories, so near the truth yet 
so false in reality. 

Ahmed was accompanied 
by a slave, a strange deaf and 
dumb creature, with whom he 
could communicate by signs 
so perfectly that it was seldom 
the deaf mute failed to carry 
out all Ahmed’s instructions 
correctly, while his affliction

QUESTIONS ON THE MARTYRDOM OF JESUS 


Are there many persons 
prepared for your impressions 
regarding Christianity? 

There are not many per- 
sons prepared to hear, in the 
midst of all their conscious 
imperfections, that they have 
lived out the doctrines of 
Christianity; even when taken 
in the sense of subjection to 
external authority. But it has 
been lived out in the Catholic 
Church. The Catholic Church 
was the first well-authentica- 
ted system; of the slavish 
subjection of the lower to the 
higher. It requires the obedi- 
ence of the body of the 
Church to its heads or poten- 
tates; and lastly, the obedience 
of the potentates to the 
special commands of Joshua. 
Paul, the best Jewish expoun- 
der of the Christian system — 
much better than any popular 
commentator — teaches that 
18 


the husband should be sub- 
jected to the Church; that the 
wife should obey the husband. 
As the Church should be sub- 
ject to Christ; even so should 
woman be subject to her hus- 
band. Agree quickly with 
thine adversary, lest he cast 
thee into prison. Subjection is 
Christianity, in its primitive 
sense; and, in this sense, Chris- 
tianity has been lived out. It 
has done, in this respect, all it 
can do. George Fox’s school 
have carried out the doctrine 
of obedience of the lower to 
the higher; of the body to the 
soul; and the soul to the still 
more inward spirit. The 
Quakers have advocated and 
practised the idea of non- 
resistance. They would be 
overcome by evil rather than 
use carnal instruments in op- 
position to it. The Quaker 
system, in one sense, is the

If you are strong, affirmative, 
determined, you may succeed; 
but if you are negative to such 
conditions you may not only 
fail, but you may respond to 
the unspoken ‘suggestions’ 
from the sitters, and confirm 
them in their skepticism. 

As a public medium you 
will need much patience, tact, 
and kindliness. If you are in 
love with your ministrations 
you can endure and overcome 
many of the difficulties and 
disagreeable trials which are 
inseparable from public service 
to ‘all sorts and conditions of 
people,’ but an impatient 
medium need not anticipate 
much success. Instead of be- 
coming annoyed, dispirited, or 
angry because you are unable 
to satisfy or convince those to 
whom you minister, the best 
course is to calmly go on and 
give just what you get. Do not 
be afraid of making a mistake, 
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and never be ashamed to 
admit an error. Do not try to 
evade such an admission or 
seek to make your description 
‘fit,’ or the message you have 
given apply, by ‘hedging,’ but, 
if you can possibly do so, 
obtain further particulars until 
you secure recognition. 

To all who aspire to be 
public mediums or platform 
speakers we can do no better 
than quote the words of Pro- 
fesor Loveland: ‘Acting as 
medium is not always reposing 
on a bed of roses. The roses 
may be there; so also are the 
thorns. While humanity is as it 
is there will be the bitter with 
the sweet. Our vocation as 
mediums is to put all the 
sweet we can into the lives 
which come into contact with 
ours; that is the way to change 
to sweetness the bitter in our 
own.’

Truth appeals to the con-

Even the too com- 
mon tendency to exaggerate

It is with these reverential 
views of truth that I enter 
upon the task of narrating my 
singular and exceptional ex- 
periences.

My father was a Hungarian

termined to prepare himself

England; hence, the belief 
very generally prevailed that 
he was an English officer, an

As my poor father 
tenaciously adhered to these 
shadowy dignities for his chil- 
dren, even though he despised 
and rejected them for himself, 
I was accustomed from early 
childhood to hear myself ad- 
dressed as the Chevalier de 
B—, and taught to believe, 
when my brother died, I had 
become the heir of a noble 
house, the prerogatives of 
which I have never realized, 
except in the form of the same 
wrong, oppression, and 
political tyranny which made 
my father an alien and a pro- 
fessed subject of a foreign 
power. 

I was about twelve years 
of age, as well as I can re- 
member, when, returning one 
day late in the afternoon from 
the college I attended at B., 
just as I was about to enter the 
gate of the house where I 
boarded, I felt a hand laid on 
my shoulder, and _ looking 
around, I saw myself con- 
fronted with one of my 
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teachers, a man who, during 
the period of my ten months’ 
study in that place, had 
exerted a_ singular and 
irresistible influence over me. 
He was a professor Oriental 
languages, and though I had 
not been regularly entered in 
his class, I had joined it be- 
cause he one day suddenly 
asked me to do so, and I as 
suddenly felt impelled to ac- 
cept his offer.
